l»ns-> H$ nr Austin. 


The Austin Reveille publishes the 


subjoined: 


The building of another through over- 


land line by one of the largo Eastern 
railroad oompaniec, has beeu so often 
sprung on th« public, and as often come 
to no definite result, that the mention 
of surveyors, bent upon selecting a 
route, has been regarded as a huge 
chestnut, or laughed at with the some 
incredulity, aa greets the mention of 
Kseley's motor of New York City. 
But 


this fact we do know, that there are a 
number of railroads, which have been 
trying to get a through line these many 
years, that the Central Pacific in its 
arbitrary management of the passenger 
and freight traffic, has displeased the 
Union Pacific Company so that both are 
at sword's point in all their business 
relations, and that this year, more than 
at any other period, tha Union Pacific 
peopl* see that tneir traffic demands a 
through line to the Pacific Ooean and 
that if they wish to get it through first, 
over other lines, they will have to make 
a move immediately. Now put two 
and two together and the result will cen- 
ter on the movements of two surveyors 
hera. James R. Maxwell, who is the 
leader of the expedition here, is one of 
the veteran surveyors of the Uoiin 
Pacific, having been employed in their 
service for some twenty-five years, and 
to his judgment they dapend upon his 
selection of routes through mountainous 
sections of country.. Assisted by S. W. 
Lee he has been taking the elevations 
of all the availabla passes west of Eu- 
reka, and is now out to Big Creek taking 
ths height of the pass between that and 
Kingston caayons aud making notes of 
the country. He is determining the 
lowest pass between Smoky and Reese 
River valleys. The road is following 
the direction of the old overland stage 
route. 
A route by Telegraph pass, 


through Grass Valley and through Yan* 
kee Blade has been examined. F-oni 
here the roads will extend by West Gate 
into the Carson sink, thence to Uagtown 
pass to Wadsworth, nnd acrosu the 
Sierras by the Beokwith pass. Of course 
this is all that we oan qain on the out- 
side, but it is fortunately well sustained 
by the operations of'the surveyors.

hold and sent these surveyors here, 
mailing them instructions by our Poet- 
offioe, we look for something tangible, 
and it would be well for oar wide-awake 
citizens to keep their oyes open because 
something might turn up that they 
least expect.
